Craft breweries in Niagara had 
more questions on tap than 
answers Wednesday about The 
Beer Store’s surprise announce¬ 
ment it will open up ownership 
to all Ontario breweries. 

comes after repeated criticism of 
the private, foreign-owned Beer 
Store’s near-monopoly — was 
“out of left field,” said one brew¬ 
'll is a complete and utter sur¬ 
prise to us,” said Matthew Swan, 
co-owner of Silversmith Brewing 
Company in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

“A whole lot of details would 
need to be worked out.” 

The Beer Store announced last 
week that small Ontario brewers 
will be allowed to stock two of 
their products at the five Beer 
Store locations closest to their 
brewery for free. 

They will also be able to stock 
those two products at other stores 
beyond the closest five for a 
reduced listing fee. 

The company's shareholder 
agreement is also changing, 
allowing breweries with Beer 
Store sales under five million 
litres a year to get a preferred 
share in the company for $100.

Wise decision to keep NOTL Hydro 


It was more than a decade ago 
when the province of Ontario gave 
municipalities the choice of selling 
their local utilities or keeping them 
under the ownership of the munici¬ 
pality. 

After much debate, the council of 
the day decided, by one vote, to 
retain ownership of NOTL Hydro. 

Since then, the Town council, 
NOTL Hydro directors and man¬ 
agement have ail worked together 
with a common goal: to benefit the 
taxpayers of NOTL, the ultimate 
shareholders of the utility. 

Other municipalities took the 
carrot of a big payout - and it must 
have seemed appealing, to have 
that kind of revenue to pay down 
debt, finance infrastructure, or 
reduce tax rates for taxpayers. 

But NOTL councillors - at least 
the majority of them - resisted, 


choosing instead to retain what 
control they could over the utility. 

Electricity, say those directly 
involved in its delivery, is a compli¬ 
cated issue, highly regulated and 
legislated, with little opportunity for 
wiggle room as far as billing. Yet 
NOTL Hydro, through decisions to 
invest in transmission and trans¬ 
formers, has not only reduced out¬ 
ages but managed to do so while 
having the lowest delivery rate of 
any municipality in Niagara. 

Maybe it’s difficult to get excited 
over news about a utility, but NOTL 
taxpayers have reason to celebrate. 
Electricity is one of the major bills 
we receive each month, and those 
in NOTL are lower than those in 
other Niagara municipalities, thanks 
to some wise decisions that contin¬ 
ue to take into account what’s best 
for taxpayers.

Having someone who sits 
on both bodies is inher¬ 
ently useful to both coun¬ 
cils, particularly in a 
region where the need to 
move away from parochi¬ 
alism is absolutely criti- 

I do not begrudge St. 
Catharines Mayor Walter 
Sendzik's efforts to make 
the change. I think he is 


right about this. Niagara 
has been doing the same 
thing, the same way, for 
decades, and far too often 
this region is a mess. 
Some alternations to the 
governance model is 
probably what we need. 

While I agree with the 
dual role model, I am not 
totally sold on the "test 
drive" last night's meeting 
was intended to produce 
by appointing councillor 
Matt Harris to that role. 
We don't need pilot proj¬ 
ects. If the idea is sound, 
and it works elsewhere, 

And Harris wasn't 
elected to that role. QED. 

All things being equal, 
this is the sort of thing 
that should be before vot¬ 
ers, not decided after the 
fact by councils. 

However, as archaic as 
this process is, it is not 


corrosive to democracy. 
The cries of "dictatorship" 
by councillor Jenny 
Stevens last night were 
beyond ludicrous and 
makes me laugh. Like 
this: 

Ha. 

Nevertheless, there is 
something that strikes me 
as a little odd about Harris 
being named to the role, 
although it is not about 
his skills as an elected 

At the end of the day, 
he might well have been 
the guy council chose for 
the role. The other coun¬ 
cillors didn't put their 
names forward, after all. 

What matters, though, 
is the change in the gov¬ 
ernance model, not a par¬ 
ticular councillor. 

You'd think city hall 
would wait to see what 
the region and the prov¬ 


ince actually decide 
before selecting one of 
their own — unless the 
identity of that councillor 
is necessary to sell this 
idea. 

To get anything through 
the region these days 
means meeting with the 
approval of the right-wing 
cabal that imagines itself 
a Great Power, a gang of 
latter day of Machiavellis, 
striking a blow for parti¬ 
san conservatives by deal¬ 
ing with road repairs and 
sewage. Today they take 
Niagara, tomorrow Berlin 
... or at least East Main 
Street in Welland. 

Anyway, if Sendzik 
wants to push this idea 
through, he may well have 
to negotiate with the

support.

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WWII veteran reconciles past 


in his final years before death

It took Second World 
War veteran Ken Rowland 
two decades to begin 
opening up about that 
conflict's brutality. 

By chance, the General 
Motors employee met 
another at the plant who’d 
also served during the 

Slowly, those locked- 
out memories loosened, 
reports his sister Kendra 
Broadley. 

“It was really then that 
he started to open up," 
said Broadley. "He still 
didn’t talk about the war 
brutality at home, only 


with the war buddies and 
at the Legion.” 

Rowland, 90, passed 
away on New Year's Eve 
at the Tabor Manor in St. 
Catharines. 

His death — possibly 
from pneumonia — was 
peaceful and calm. Just 
the day before, he had 
told Broadley and family 
members who were with 
him until the end, that he 
loved them.

Rowland had joined the 
militia, and later the 
Lincoln and Welland 
Regiment. As a teenager, 


he guarded the Welland 
Canal during the early 
part of the war. 

He served overseas in 
1944 as an infantry sig¬ 
naler, first stationed in 
Great Britain. He then 
fought on the ground in a 
campaign during the war 
that started in Normandy 
and ended in Germany. 

In one of the harrowing 
scenes in a 2002 docu¬ 
mentary film about the 
Links and Winks, Rowland 
talked of being with his 
signal-partner comrade 
Bill Roscoe, who was shot. 
He pulled the man into a 
jeep, and the soldier died 
in his arms. 

Rowland always 
believed those fatal bul¬

“He was thank¬ 
ful for each day, and said 
each one was a gift.” 

“And he loved my moth¬ 
er,” said Broadley of her 
mother who has 
Alzheimer's disease and 
had been living at Taber 
with Rowland. “He would 
not let her out of his

Those breweries with 
sales over five million 
litres a year will pay $1,000 
for a preferred share. 

The Beer Store is owned 
by three multinationals — 
Anheuser-Busch, Molson 
Coors and Sapporo. 

“As a result of these 
changes all Ontario brew¬ 
ers will be able to partici¬ 
pate in the management 
of the company and the 
smallest Ontario brewers 
will get improved oppor¬ 
tunities to grow their sales 
volumes at a significantly 
reduced cost," Beer Store 
president Ted Moroz said 
in a statement. 

The three current own¬ 
ers of the Beer Store will 
continue to dominate the 
new board holding 12 of 
the 15 seats. 

Silversmith’s Swan said 
the announcement 
doesn’t address the big¬ 
gest issue on the table for 
small breweries — getting 
beer into the hands of 
consumers in an equitable 

He said Ontario’s system 
is a dinosaur and the prov¬ 
ince’s decision to grant 
multi-nationals a monop¬ 
oly to sell beer is baffling. 

"Our major competitors 
are the largest multina¬ 


tional beer companies in 
the world who own The 
Beer Store so there are still 
some issues would have to 
be worked out for our 
ideal situation would 
arise,” Swan said. 

“It’s out of left field and 
not a lot of information.” 

Cian MacNeill of Niagara 
Oast House Brewery in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake said 
craft breweries want to see 
a fundamental change in 
the way Ontario distrib¬ 
utes beer. The announce¬ 
ment, which he said 
"blindsided” them, is far 
from that. 

“It might be small step 
in the right direction but 
we would certainly like as 
much freedom to reach 
our market as is entitled to 
the big guys,” MacNeill 

The idea of being able to 
put their product in the 
five closest Beer Stores for 
no listing fees could be a 
benefit to a rural brewery 
like Oast in reaching urban 
areas of Niagara, he said. 

Ideally, he said craft 
breweries would like their 
products showcased the 
way they want in the mar¬ 
kets they want to be in — 
instead of another group 
controlling how much 
they can bring in and how 
its displayed.

Rod Daigle, co-owner of 
Brimstone Brewing 
Company in Ridgeway, 
said he was skeptical of 
the announcement. 

“My initial gut reaction 
is it’s a little bit knee-jerk 
and it may very well be 
designed to quell com¬ 
plaints from brewers in 
the province by giving 
them ownership,” said 
Daigle. 

“It's been heating up a 
lot over the last six months 
or so and suddenly there’s 
this announcement. So 
I’m a little bit skeptical.” 

Daigle said Brimstone, 
opened in 2013, hasn’t 
been in the position to 
approach The Beer Store 
because of volume and 
pricing requirements. If 
those requirements 
change, he said they’d be 
happy to look at it because 
the brewery is in a grow¬ 
ing phase. 

“We'd welcome as many 
avenues as possible to get 
our beer out to the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Currently, most craft 
breweries sell their beer at 
their breweries, in bars 
and restaurants and in 
some cases at the LCBO. 

Local brewers echoed 
the association Ontario 
Craft Brewers, which said 
in a statement the 
announcement came as a 
“complete surprise” to its 
members. 


Association chairman 
Cam Heaps said in a press 
release the association 
was not consulted by The 
Beer Store. 

“Our goal continues to 
be fundamental change to 
Ontario's beer distribution 
channels that will result in 
a doubling or tripling of 


the jobs currently created 
by the craft brewers as 
well as the ability to reach 
our share of market poten¬ 
tial,” he said in a state- 

The announcement 
comes in the wake of 
increased criticism about 
The Beer Store. 

In August, the C. D. 
Howe report Uncorking a 
Strange Brew: The Need 
for More Competition in 
Ontario’s Alcoholic 
Beverage Retailing System 
recommended the prov¬ 
ince eliminate The Beer 
Store’s “quasi-monopoly.” 

An expert panel review¬ 
ing Ontario government 


assets meanwhile, recom¬ 
mended last fall that the 
private sector monopoly- 
be left in place to maintain 
a cost-effective delivery 
system but that craft brew¬ 
eries be given greater 
opportunities to expand 
their business. 

Susie Heath, a spokes¬ 
man for Finance Minister 
Charles Sousa, said the 
government asset adviso¬ 
ry council will continue 
looking at the LCBO and 
Beer Store. 

“The advisory council 
will consider this 
announcement in the con¬ 
text of its work,” Heath 
said in an e-mail.

NPC hosts public meeting 
to discuss ash borer impact

It’s an issue that’s really 
bugging the Niagara Parks 
Commission. 

A public information ses¬ 
sion was held Tuesday to 
discuss the impact the emer¬ 
ald ash borer is having on 
Ash trees along parks com¬ 
mission lands along the 
Niagara River Parkway. 

The meeting at Legends 
on the Niagara Clubhouse 
on Willoughby Dr. in Niagara 
Falls, was to outline the com¬ 
mission's plan for the golf 
property in particular. 

The parks has developed 
an emerald ash borer forest¬ 
ry management plan to 


address the spread of this 
particular species, which has 
affected the high concentra¬ 
tion of ash trees found in 
and along the Legends prop- 

Parks and forestry staff 
have been monitoring and 
evaluating ash borers as they 
have made their way across 
Ontario and into Niagara, 
including within the lands 
protected by the commis- 

The non-native insect lit¬ 
erally sucks the life out of 
Ash trees. 

It burrows under the bark 
and removes the tree’s abili¬ 
ty to retain the nutrients it 
needs to sustain its health 
and growth.

cies across Ontario have 
taken various measures to 
limit the impacts of the bug 
on tree-lined streets and 
within forested areas. 

Working with other agen¬ 
cies and using modern for¬ 
estry management tech¬ 
niques, the commission has 
provided funding to preserve 
the environmental and 
esthetic benefits of the tree 
population within its lands. 

Through a combination of 
monitoring, removals and 
replacements, it has worked 
to address the consequences 
of the ash borer to the ash 
tree population on its lands. 

One strategy to be imple¬ 
mented this winter is a low- 
intensity thinning on a 40 
hectare parcel of land in the 
northeast area of Legends. 

In anticipation of the ash 
borer and its impact, staff 
planted more than 30,000 
new trees and seedlings 
within the parks in 2014, 
including the restoration of 
more than nine hectares at 
Legends. 

During 2015 and 2016, an 
additional 40,000 new trees 
and seedlings will be plant¬ 
ed as part of NPC’s forestry 
restorative efforts, to ensure 
a long-term healthy tree 
inventory and canopy along 
the Niagara River Parkway.

When pets die of anti¬ 
freeze poisoning, it’s usu¬ 
ally a purposeful act by 
someone who wants to 
get rid of wildlife, says a 


local veterinarian. 

Dr. Jim Turpel, of Upper 
Canada Animal Hospital, 
had a kitten brought into 
him Wednesday which 
had been found freezing 
by the side of the 
Lakeshore Rd., near the 
former rifle range. 

But once the kitten, a 
brown tabby about four 
months old, was warmed 
up, he didn't seem to 
improve - he became 
more sickly, and had to 
be euthanized Thursday

the little kitten’s symp¬ 
toms and blood work are 
consistent with antifreeze 
poisoning, which can be 
fatal in small doses. 

Some people will put it 
out to purposely get rid of 
coyotes, raccoons, skunks 
or other wildlife, he said 
- any animal, including 
cats and dogs, will lap it 
up if they find it, because 

But it’s deadly - by the 
time the animal shows 
symptoms, it’s too late. 

And it’s a horrible, 
painful way to die, he 

He has sent tissue from 
the kitten to be analyzed, 
and should know this 
week, he said. 

"We’re not certain that 
this is what we're looking 
at, but it scares me. And 
it’s possible that it’s acci¬ 
dental, but not likely.

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2014 Year in Review: Election campaigning begins, ARC continues 


January 

January 2014 began with 
a couple of issues that 
turned out to be somewhat 
prophetic. Pat Darte was the 
first to announce his inten¬ 
tion to run - he said he 
wanted time to poll resident 
and find out what they 

to talk out his “biggest and 
boldest issue” - a high 
school for Niagara-on-the- 
lake. 

He must have done a 
good job understanding the 
wants of residents, as he 


won the election in 

Gary Burroughs, as he 
entered what would turn 

regional chair, admitted 
2013 had been difficult. He 
took some criticism for not 
exerting more control over 
meetings, but when he 
failed to receive support for 
a second term as chair, he 
said the issue has more to 
do with others wanting a 
different kind of control 
over the region. 

Also early in the new year, 


Wayne Gates chose the 
steps of Parliament Oak 
School to announce his 
intention to run as the NDP 
representative in the pro¬ 
vincial byelection to replace 
Kim Craitor - he won the 
byelection and the provin¬ 
cial election that followed 
shortly afterward. He has 
kept his word, speaking on 
behalf of the school. 

Accommodation review 
meetings continued 
throughout the new year, 
with CARE members 
(Citizens for Accountable 


and Responsible Education) 
speaking at every public 
meeting and researching 
data to present to the school 
board. The board of course 
didn't agree and made its 
decision in April to close the 
school at the end of this 
year. CARE continues its 
battle through a court review 
of the board decision. 

Also in January, the hos¬ 
pital review committee 
hired consultants to oversee 
their work. The final consul¬ 
tants’ report was released in 
December, recommending 


a new health centre that 
would provide offices for 
the family health team and 
the services now available 
at the hospital. 

February 

In February, Canadians 
won the men's Olympic gold 
medal hockey game in 
Russia. In NOTL, a crowd 
gathered at the Sandtrap 
Pub and Grill to watch it, 
but couldn't enjoy a drink - 
the Town decided not to 
allow an exception to the 
rules that limit serving alco¬ 


holic beverages at certain 
times. Those who were there 
to watch said it was a good 
party anyway, and more 
than $600 was raised for 
KidSport Niagara, which 
provides financial support 
to help kids participate in 

In preparing for its May 
opening, the Glendale out¬ 
let mall held a job fair at 
Niagara College, with 1,500 
positions up for grabs. More 
than 4,000 people showed
